DIROT S CONCURRENCE. LATTER HAD AUTHORIZED ATCHOU CABLE HIS 
ACCEPTANCE TO PETERSON, AND HAD REQUESTED INFORMATION ON ROTIVAL' S 
ETA NIAMEY. 

2. I LIKE TO THINK THAT DIORI' S FINAL AGREEMENT IS DUE IN PART TO 
VERY FAVORABLE ESTIMATE OP ROTIVAL HELPFULLY PROVIDED BY EMBASSY 
BUCHAREST, SUBSTANCE OF WHICH I CONFIDENTIALLY PASSED TO DIORI ON 
MARCH 5 AND WHICH OBVIOUSLY REASSURED HIM. I THEREFORE HOPE THIS 
CLOSES, IF NOT ALTOGETHER HAPPILY, AT LEAST SATISPACTORILY, THIS 
PARTICULAR CHAPTER IN US- NIGER RELATIONS.
